Installin g the cartridge 

Switch off your computer system. Insert the 
Reset Cartridge into the cartridge port with the 
switches uppermost. Check that the 'Toggle 
Switch' is in the 'OFF' position. Now turn the 
power back on and use your system as normal. 

Using the cart r idge
